THE HOLY NAME. 
DEDICATION OF THE NEW CHURCH. 

The Cathedral of the Holy Name, corner Su- 
perior and State streets, will be dedicated to-day 
with the usual ceremonials of the Roman Catb- 
olic Church. The vew edifice is very handsome 
in appearance, And ite arrangements are on a 
liberal scale. It is built in the Gothie style, 
from the plans of Mr. C. P. Keely, of Brooklyn. 
The full length of the new Cathedra) is 216 feet ; 
its width begins at 126 feet at the entrance, and 
is 102 feet at the cwransepts. The ground plan is 
somewhat in the form of a cross, the transepte, 
which project 14 feet beyond the main body in 
front, and form the body of the church to the 
rear, representing the arms. There is an ev- 
ident disregard for economy of space in the in- 
terior of the Osthedral. It has a 
large vestibule, broad aisles, and 
massive pews, but, notwithstanding these 
encroachments on space, the auditorium has a 
seating capacity for 2,300 persons, and it is esti- 
mated thas on extraordinary occasions a congre- 
gation of 4.000 can be accommodated. This is 
far beyond the capacity of the Jesuit Church, 
which upto the present has been considered 
the largest Catholic churca in the State. 

The interior of the new edifice presents a fine 
Gothic-grained ceiling. Two rows of pillars ex- 
tend nearly its whole The height from 
the floor to the ceiling is 70 feet. The vestibule 
at the main entrance on State street is 12 feet 
wide. From the nave to thet is 78 feet, 
and the extension beyond—the full length of 
the transept—is 126 feet. The altar place is 48 
feet by 64 feet in dimensions. There are eight 
points for entrance and exit. Three main en- 
trances are on State street.

The revisers for both the Old and New 
Testaments belong to various churches, creeds, 
sects, and institutions of learning. No man 
can truly say that their work will be narrow, 
bigoted, or sectarian. 

‘hese revisers have been quietly at work witb- 
out pecuniary fee or reward, or hope or promise 
thereof, since the summer of A. D. 1870. The 
sessions of the British Conmittees are held in 
‘the venerable Deanery of Westminster, four 
dayseach month. The celebrated Jerusalem 
Chamber, where the Westminster Assembly met, 
welcomes one of the companies. No portion of 
the revision isto be g to the public till tne 
whole is completed. Phis i -a ae All genuine, 
unprejudiced Bibligal scbol e that a 
revision of the common English Bible is neces- 
sary and destrable. When the common English 
version of the New Testament was revised and 

ublished by the authority of King James (A. D. 
rs 611). there were no known manuscripts of thie 
Greek New Testament more ancient than the 
tenth century, and many of these were very im- 
perfect. It was the best that conld then have 
Hallowed be its history and mem- 
ory! it was hen ee still is, but the result of 
several revisions, There are now in existence 
three manuscripts of the Greek New Testament 
as ancient asthe third or fourth century. They 
are known as the Sinaitic, Vatican, and Alexan- 
drine manuscripts. These three are of far great- 
er authority than all the resourcesof King 
James’ revisers combined, Besides these there 
are numerous other manuscripts of great anthor- 
ity. The manuscripts of the Greek New Testa- 
ment were preserved by copies made bf divers 
copyists. It is, therefore, not at all strange that 
divers ¢rrors crept into the bumerous copies 
thus made. It is undoubtedly true that the now 
kpown manuscripts °f the Greek New Testament 
furnish a very correct text of the original Greek. 

The common English New Testament contains 
many errors and defects; none, however (as I 
beliéye), which, when corrected, will at all dis- 
turh, 9 foundations of Cbristianity. Such 
errors and defects should be corrected. No one 
will deny this. Several revisions of the common 
English New Testament have been made since it 
was tevised and published, bat none of them 
has taken ite place in the hearés of the English- 
speaking nations. ButI firmly believe that tho 
completed work of the revisers now so quietly 
toiling under the name of the Convocation of 
Canterbury will in due time become the Bible of 
English-speaking Christendom. 
lt will probabiy require from three to five 
years more before this revision will be completed 
and published.

FASHIONS. 
THE TATZST MODES. ,

Bleck costumes are much worn abroad. There, 
as here, they are composed of several materials, 
as many as two or three different fabrica being 
of frequent occurrence in one garment, 

As a rule Paris ladies wear very simple tojlets 
for the street: even elaborate carriage costumes 
are rarely seen before January, when the season 
has fairly begun. The visiting and reception 
dresses show a change of flounces; they are no 
longer flowing as of old, but are attached almost 
as closely near the lower edge as at the top; 
they also abound in treble and box pieats, which 


give them a fuliand somewhat bunchy appear- 


anee. 

Feather ruches of a dark gresenish tint are 
very fashiovable for trimming black silk suits. 
These are largely composed of cock feathers, 
though other plumage is called in requisition— 
as, for instance, the outer edge of peacock feath- 
ers. A dress thus ormamentedia very properly 
worn with a bonnet bearing cock pinmes and 
farthermore trimmed with dark green velvet, 
which is mach used of bonnets, 

A bat seen at a late opening gives a handsome 
specimen of the peacock trimming. It was made 
in a wreath composed of the green part of the 
feathers and real lace, the lace forming medal- 
liona, bordered with the feathers, 

Velvet bopners are in demand now for full 
dress, while the feits remain popular for neg!ige. 


Imported velvet hate are almost all of them de- 
signed to be worn well back on the head, only 
pow and then is one seen made to come over the 
face. Fiowers, mostly roses, are fashionable as 
the tace trimmings for these hats, and ostrich 
tips, feather raches, lace, and soft silk are favor- 
ite outside garniture. A bonnet entirely com- 
posed of black velvet is never oat of style, 
though but few are so made. When the bonset 
is of black the trimmings are usually of a cream 
or gray color.. The long streamers seen on the 
majorty of the earher bats remaia fashionable, 
but do not occur nearly.so often on the lete bon- 
nets. Wings continue to be much used on felt 
hate. One seen at the opening alluded to fax 
nished a popular arrangement of this garniture, 
It was a bonnet of cream felt. oval shaped, with 
the border turned off all round and bound with 
a wide cream silk braid ; from the back, extend- 
ing round on either side towards the front, was « 
placed a wreath of wings overlapping each 
other and shaded from a very dark brown to the 
cream of the hat; on top, pear the centre, nod- 
ded two ostrich tips of the darkest brown. 
These wreaths of wings were seen on several of 
the imported hats. The piush hats revived this 
season have been accepted as one of the favorite 
modes, and are guite expensive. The new 
ahapes in al! materials are large, with expanded 
borders, and are much trimmed with the new 
braids and foathers, . 

There is at the present time a great extrava- 
gance in lingerie and underclothing. Valen- 
ciennes lace and iusertings, with beautiful hand 
embroideries and pufiings of linen lawn and 
cambric, fashioned into elaborate patteras, fur- 
nish marvels of delicacy and costiiness in the 
way of ladies’ underwear. Sleeves are caught 
up with gay-colored mbbonsa, and gay-colored 
ribbons run beneath the open-worked embroider- 
ies and insertions that form the bands, yokes, 
and borders of these garments. 

Under-petiscoaits are made ef pale blue and 
pink flannels, embroideries in white silk. or fin- 
ished with a flounciag of English embroidery. 
Again, these underskiits are made of soft but 
heavy silk, and edged with pleatings of the same, 
below which peeps out, in pleasant contrast with 
the delicate color of the skizi, a flounce of 
fine muslin or lace embroidery, ‘'n hosiery the 
same extravagance is exhibited. Srockihges of 
silk and French cashmere wool are brought out 
in gay designs. For evening wear they are 
either open-worked or embroidered with gold 
and silver, and in colors. Butterflies are = faror- 
ite design, and are worked in gold threads in the 
clocks of blackand redailk stockings, aod in 
silver on the pale blne oves. Navy-biué stock- 
ings are frequently decorated with the design of 
anchors done in miver. Blues and cardipal reds 
are favorite colors in all grades of stockings, and 
are preferable in the solid colors wjth clocks of 
some contrasting color, though stripes are not 
passee. A novelty.in these last is givea in 
striped stockings, showing two shades of the 
same color, For those who do not ineline to the 
present furore for gay-colored hosiery are given 
the solid and open-work stockings of Gosh, cream, 
and white. 

These expensive stockings are oftentimes 
made doubly expensive by the costly garters that 
are worn to hold themin place. These are made 
of shirred satin ribbons and silk elastic ribbon 
fastened with bows of ribbon and real lace, a!so 
of beautifally-embroidered bands of velvet and 
silk, clasped with buckles of gold or silver ; in 
fact, garters come in a variety of material that 
gives a range of prices from $2.50 for an ordi- 
nary pretty pair to #25 and $30 for those with 
gold and silver clasps. 

For carriage and house wear shoes with the 
straps and bare across the instep, and reaching 
bigh up the leg, showing the stockimg beneath, 
are io style. Black satin shoes, with jot butter- 
fly bows, aré another mode, as are black velvet 
boots, trimmed with three bows, fastened on 
with jet ornaments ; and velvet boots buttoned 
up with plain silver buttons. For house wear, 
slippers are also popular, as they show to advan- 
tage the handsome stockings so largely worn. 
All fancy shoes are made with pointed toes and 
French heels ; bat walking boots show toes but 
slightly, if any, rounded, and have the low En- 
gtish heels, and in many cases the broad exten- 
sion soles.

ROYAL ACADEMY OF ARTS. 
THIS YEAR'S EXHIBITON. 


Special of The Chicage Tribune. 
Loxpon, or 5.—One of the most admued of 


paintiogs exhibited at Burlington House, Lop- 
don, thig yer is by a young lady. Miss Eliza- 
beth Thompson's picture representing the 
Twenty-¢ighth Regiment at Quatre Bras, June 
16, 1815, has attracted general attention, and ex- 
cited @ gredt deal of admiration. This regi. 
ment was formed, together with the Royals, into 
a square io @ fleid of particularly tall rye; it was 
repeatedly assaulted by tke enemy's cavalry, who 
closed a series of unsuccessful attacks by a fu- 
rious Charge, simultaneously delivered against 
three faces of the square where it was mainly 
composed of the men of the Twenty-eighth 
(Sibone’s Waterloo Campaign). The incident 
portrayed happened at the close of the day about 
5-o’clock in the afternoon. The failure of the 


adtempt to break their formation was product. 
ive Of much levity on the part of some of the 
younger soldiers. ‘One face of the square 
is presented to us, and it is in the 
wonderfully expressive countenances of 
the men that hes the chief merits 
of Miss Thompson’s pictire. The almost 
mad exhilaration on some of the younger faces 
contrasts with the set teeth and knitted brows 
of the veterang. The fierce excitement of bat- 
tle, the eterm resolution of the soldier and the 
agonies Of the death struggle, each find their ex- 
ponent. Every face is 4 seperate study of itself. 
The golden tye, the trodden-down field flowers, 
and the scarjet coats of the men, form fine con- 
trasts of color. It would be impossible to do 
full justice to the merits of this fine painting 
without going greatly into detail. It would be 
almost necessary to deeeribe the face, figure, and 
position of each individual man to give an ac- 
curate idea af the whole, foritis more to the 
prominence given to each individual than in the 
general grouping of masses that Mies Thompson 
excels. The minutiw of the soldiers’ dress are 
faithfully rendered even tothe buttons. Some 
critics have objected that the ryé is too golden, 
too little trodden-down, the coats and arms too 
bright, and instanced even the soldiers’ faces 
too clean for the elose of a battle. 

Several of the pictures in this year's Academy 
are war scenes. Three or four of the 
prominent are battle pieces. A picture by Mr. 
H. Herkomer tells. bowever, of battles past and 
of a time of peace ; it is 

“THE LAST MUSTER,” 
Sunday at the Royal Hospital, Chelsea. Mr. 
Herkomer deserves great praise for his choice 
of subjects ; it is certainly a pathetic, and to 
English people @ heart-stirring one. Those 
war-worn veterans are quietly gathered together 
for the familiar service so dear so Huglish 
hearte. Thefine oldchapel is bung with nu- 
merous flacs, the epoils of many baities. .The 
faces and figures of those brave old men bage 
evidently been studied from lifé. 
Looking at ther bowed figures and 
gray heads, I could not nelp thinking of 
poor old Col. Newcome as a Charter Honse 
prisoner. The great fanit in this picture, so 
critics say, is the unfortunate color chosen for 
the coats. Indeed, it strikes an ordinary ob- 
server at ones; it did me, l know. A dark red 
takes the place of the searlet worn by the British 
soidier. ‘The artist bas feared to put on his can- 
vas such @ mass of ecarict with so iittle to relieve 
it, and has therefore sobered down that lively 
eolor with the dingiest of reds. ‘The effect as to 
color 1s certainly not bappy. For a criticiam in 
the Daily Telegraph the writer says tha, this 
painting would make a very fine engraving, for 
all ite maty good points would come out, and it 
would loge its one defect, color, or rather the 
waot of it. The crowds around this picture 
show very plainly how much it Vis mired.

the return of a French zouave from the war. He 

is kneeling on the bed beside his wife, who bas 
apparently been ill, poor woman! His face is hid- 
den from us.

THE WHISKY SITUATION IN CHICAGO. 
The extraordinary developments made in 
the trials of the revenue officers at St. Louis 
have naturally excited interests as to whether | 
like developments are likely to be made 
when the legal prosecutions take place in 
Chicago. The evidence is, that in St. Louis 
the manufacture of whisky and its sale with- 
out payment of tax was continued during the 
greater part of four years with the full 
knowledge, and much of it through the di- 
is to come from is unknown. The Kingdom ect procurement, of the Government officers, 
wh® exempted the spirits from the Govern- 
ment tax of 50 cents per gallon in considera- 
tion of a regular payment to them of 30 cents 
per gallon, which 30 cents was divided be- 
tween the officers and such outsider8 as were 
admitted to share in the robbery. 

We have made every possibly inquiry as to 
the operations in Chicago, and we understand 
that the Grand Jury exhausted all the evi- 
dence within their reach, and failed to dis- 
cover any such general complicity between 
the offending distillers and rectifiers and the 
Government officers as prevailed in St. Louis. 
If there ever were such criminal relations, 
the evidence thereof has never come to light, 
and if any person knows of anything to 
establish such a state of things, he can doa 
public service by making it known. 

So far as the case now stands disclosed the 
whisky men of Chicago of all degrees have 
been operating each on his own account. 
Each establishment has of course had to pur- 
chase a Gauger and a Storekeeper ; but there 
| seems to have been no necessity for purchas- 
ing the silence or the participation of the 
other and higher revenue officers. The latter 
do not seem to have had the least suspicion 
that any person in Chicago would defraud 
the revenue; and the fraudulent use of 
stamps, and the false and perjured reports 
of subordinates, seem never to have attracted 
any person’s attention. 
revenue Officers kept with religious fidelity 
two reports,—one of every gallon of straight 
whisky produced and sold, on which they 
collected the tax for the Government ; and, 
second, as faithfulan account of every gal- 
lon of crooked or ‘grape-vine whisky, on 
which they collected for themselves the 30 
cents per gallon assessment. The St. Louis 
revenue Officers permitted no whisky to be 
turned outin that city without their knowl- 
edge. Their vigilance was sleepless. They 
simply divided the business with the Gov- 
ernment, and let whisky be made for them at 
when the Government was

was shown to the Grand Jury. There is, 
however, a difference in the character of the 
witnesses here and in St. Louis. There, the 
manufacturers, frankly confessing their own 
guilt, went into court and told the whole 
story. Here, up to this time, none of our 
operators have made a disclosure, and, having 
none to make, they propose to go into court, 
be tried, convicted, and sentenced, as men 
who deliberately and systematically plun- 
dered the Treasury, and never divided a dol- 
lar of their gains with an officer or politician. 


REFORM IN FUNERALS. 

The English people are investigating one 
department of national economy with a thor- 
oughness which promises important results. 
Both in Church and-out of Church, the ques- 
tion of reform in funerals is being discussed 
very warmly. At the recent meeting of the 
Church Congress at Stoke-on-Trent, an entire 
day’s session was occupied with a discussion 
of this kind, in which nearly all the promi- 
nent English clergymen spoke in favor of a 
more rigid economy in funerals and a return 
to the simplicity of other times. The Rev. 
Dr. Conus, of Stratford-on-Avon, read a 
very lively paper upon the subject, in which 
he advocated not only the cheapening, but 
also the Christianizing, of funerals. He pre- 
sented the following rather picturesque pro- 
test against the average English funeral : 


The present funeral ceremony was not, it was be- 
lieved, more than 100 years old, and why, therefore, 
should we keep it up as if it were of a hoary and ven- 


erable antiquity ? What, for instance, was the use of |

The type of funerals, moreover, never varied, and 
they were as hideously ugly as they were 100 yesrs 
ago, Was it not time to change this cosuy, this 
Pagan ugliness, for something more Christian ? 

The Rev. Coxzts’ plan was to do away 
with plumes, trappings, hired mourners, 
mutes, pages, andall other attendants, as 
savoring of worldly pomps and vanities ; to 
have the clergymen head the procession with 
@ cross or crucifix; to adopt the walking 
funeral, and that all persons attending should 
be dressed in simple, modest mourning at- 
tire; and that the people “ should be indoc- 
trinated with the notion that simplicity was 
not shabbiness, and that economy was no 
dishonor to the dead.” Mr. Brrzsrorp 
Horz, Member of Parliament, who has been 
an advocate of funeral reform for many 
years, seconded the recommendations of Mr. 
Couuis by urging that the people should look 
to the Church for their funerals as much as 
for their baptisms and marriages. The Eart 
of SHREWSBURY gave a very practical turn to 
the discussion by informing the Congress that 
he had directed in his will that he should be 
buried at no great expense,—not from 
economical motives, but because there 
were so many other and better ways 
of spending money beneficially in be- 
half of the Church. The discussion in 
the Church Congress evidently inspired Mr. 
Joun Bricut also to express his views upon 
the subject in a letter to Mr. Gzoncz Pun- 
trpps, of Birmingham, and, as all of Mr. 
Bricut’s views are peculiarly marked by 
sound, practical common sense, and always 
tend towards the use of simplicity and 
economy in matters of everyday life as well 
asin political affairs, they will undoubtedly 
exercise a wide-spread influence in the adop- 
tion of the proposed reforms. In his letter 
he discourages display of evéry description, 
and advocates the general adoption of the 
funeral customs of the Quakers (of which 
Society he is a member), and especially the 
Quaker practice of discarding black as an em- 
blem of mourning.

VON BULOW AND BEER. 

Were Dr. Hans Guipo Von BuLow an 
American citizen and a politician, instead of 
being a loyal subject of Brsmanck and a pi- 
anist, no office would open its doors to him, 
no spoils would ever tempt him, from the 
fact that the interpreter of the classics is not 
a votary of Gamenrnus, the big-bellied god 
of beer.

It is pleasant to reflect 
that Von Burow is capable of making good 
his statement. He is not aman addicted to 
swan songs or Penserosos. He does not be- 
long to the tender-eyed, melancholy, senti- 
mental class of musicians who play to femi- 
nine hearts. He plays to men’s heads. His 
music is the music of brains. He is aggres- 
sive and warlike, fond of combat as WaGner

Less 
than two weeks remain for the work, 
THE STUDY OF GRAMMAR. 
Fifteen years ago the pupils in the highest 
class of one of the public schools in Chicago 
were drilled in grammar by being obliged to 
write on the blackboard sentences from 
Gray's ‘‘Elegy in a Country Churchyard,” 
and surround each word with a peculiarly- 
shaped figure, which meant, according to its 
particular curlicues, thatthe inclosed part of 
speech was a noun, ora verb, or an adjec- 
tive, or what-not. When the sentence had 


been thus laboriously dissected, the relative.

| thingumbobs to their what-d’ye-call-’ems, 


etc. This process was supposed tobe the 
crown of grammatical instruction. Its vic- 
tims had been learning rules of grammar for 
some time; they had said them glibly by 
rote. Their acquaintance with cut- 
and-dried grammar was far above that 
possessed by their parents. Their power to 
talk English correctly was far below that of 
their parents. A not improbable inference 
would have been that cut-and-dried grammar 
was not the best possible way of learning to 
make a good use of our noble mother-tongue, 
but the inference does not seem to have been 
drawn. The children laboriously learned to 
mouth a mass of names and draw a multitude 


got it all. 

The study of grammar has changed for the 
better since that time, but text-books have 
not contributed to that change. The average 
‘‘ grammar” is more crowded with technical 
absurdities now than it was ten years ago. 
Every author considers it his pride and duty 
to invent a new nomenclature for cases, 
modes, and tenses, so that two grammars of 
the same language seem to treat of wholly 
different tongues. 

A few months ago the teachers of the pub- 
lic schools of Cincinnati resolved that gram-

China has 425,213,152 ; Japan, 
32,794,897 ; Ceylon, 2,128,884 ; Java, 17,298,-, 
200 ; Persia, 4,400,000; and Siam, 11,800,000,

people, occupying an area of 6,505,765 square 
miles,—not quite twice the area of the United 
States. The United States has an area of 
3,603,844 square miles, inhabited by about 
40,000,000 people, while these Asiatic coun- 
tries have a population almost twenty times 
as large upon an area not twice as large. 
Japan corresponds most nearly to the United 
States in population, having 32,794,897, 
against our 40,000,000 in round numbers; but, 
while the area of the United States is 3,603,- 
844 square miles, that of Jgpan is only 156,604 
square miles, averaging 209 per square mile, 
while our average is but 11 to the square 
mile. This density of population prevails in 
all the Asiatic countries except Persia, being 
87 to the square mile in Ceylon, 2683 in Chi- 
na, 201 in India, 337 in Java, and 47 in Siam. - 
In Persia, where the population is steadily 
declining, the average is but 7 to the square 
mile. 


MENTAL FACULTIES IN DISEASE. 

A writer in the current number of the Pop- 
ular Science Monthly recalls some curious in- 
stances of the acute development of certain 
mental faculties in disease,—a phenomenon 
that must have been remarked in some of its 
phases in almost every personal experience. 
It is a curious instance of the connection be- 
tween the mind and body, and the mutual 
influence of one overthe other. It is protean 
in character, and apt at any time to manifest 
itself in some novel form. The loss or im- 
pairment of one sense or faculty intensifies 
the power of another, and physical prostra- 
tions of asimilar nature generally produce 
the same sort of mental phenomena. The 
imagination, perception, and memory seem to 
be the most impressionable faculties subject 
to physical influences. The imagination, in- 
deed, has been known to produce death when

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CANONBURY TOWER. 


its Flistory and its Ghost. 
Written for 1'he Chicago T'ribune, 

Early in the twelfth century a fraternity of 
monks, uoder the name of The Biack Canons of 
St. Bartholomew, established their Priory in that 
part of London which now goes under the desig- 
nation of Smithfield, but which was then known 
as Smoothfield—as the term campus planus, 80 
often found in the old records of the monastery, 
avery cieariy attests. The chief founder seems 
to have been Rahere, companion of Hereward, 
the last of the Saxons in the defense of the Isle 
of Ely against William the Norman “and the 
King’s minstrel.” The choir and transept of the 
church of this Priory still stand, and are 
incorporated ivto the Church of St. Bartholomew 
the Great, which now occupies the site of its 
venereble predecessor. 

Smithfield hag in its day been famous for its 
jousts, its tournaments, executions, and burn- 
ings. Here Wallace and the gentie Mortimer 
were executed. Here Siv William Walworth, the 
Mayor of London, slew Wat Tyler at the head of 
his multitude. ‘The stake at which so mapy of 
the martyre died in Bloody Queen Mary’s day 
was fixed immediately oppogite the churob just 
mentioned. Among the sufferers was the famous 
Jobn Rogers, whose ‘‘ nine children an? one at 
the breast” were present at the sad event which 
deprived them of a father, but which ied to 
the peopling of New England with 80 
many of his descendants. Traces of these 
crnelties, perpetrated in the name of the holy 


| Christian religion, were discovered 80 lately as 


the year 1949, when excavations ware being made 


fora new sewer immediately opposite the en- 
lere the workmen laid 


open a mass of unbewr stones, blackened as if 
by fire, and covered with ashes, and human bones 


charred apd partially consumed, many of which 
latter were carried away and preserved as relics 


of the blind bigotry of the day. 

But to retarn'to our Priory. So greatly grew 
the fame of the Brotherhood, and so vastly were 
their prayers sought for by the laity around, tha: 
wealth flowed into their coffers with steady pace, 
and the austerities by which they were at first 
characterized began to be in a great measure 
digpensed with. ‘(he site, owing to the gradual 
nérease af the city. whiclk: began to encroach 
more and more on the privacy of the grounds, 
was losing its rural charms; avd, though it 
mig¢ht 46 very well for the long winter eveuings, 
it was no longer the place in which to enjoy the 
eweet celigbts of the summer's day. And so the 
wwdighborhood of Islington, then far out in the 
country, Was chosen in which to build a country- 
house, as it were, where the Prior bimself and 
the more favored of tha monks might pass the 
piewmant part of the year, and return in the win- 
ter seasons to the venison aod choico Malvoisis, 
which had furnished forth so many feasis 
at the parent house in Smoothticld. 
Thus came iuto existence the Priorv of Canon- 
bury, which in course of time became endowed 
with divers gifts of iand and@ fair dwellings and 
‘‘ mucit moneys,” and outrivaled in wealth and 
influente the parent body itself. Among the 
bequests to the house we find one made in A. 
D. 1834, by Henry le Hayward and Roger de 
Oretop, Of to Tess than 110 acres of arable 
land in “Isidon aod Kentyshtono” (Islington 
and Kentisitown), for prayers and masses to be 
said:‘for the repose of the soul of their relative 
Joun de Kentyshton. So the Priory flourished 
for many years, increasing in wealth 
and eaxtent until the fatal year of 
1539, when wee and lamentation spread 
through the religious houses, as the 
monasteries were then called, for the day of 
doom was upon them, and their long-hoarded 
treasures became the property of Bluff Hing 
Hai. The monks, now turned adrift on the 
worid, were put upon pensious with which to eke 
out. their subsistence while completing their 
journey through this vale of tears. 

Since then the house and manor seem to have

| theless conveys no tifle to the latter, and that the own- 


er of etock Goes not lose his title when he loses the 
certificate or it is stolen from him. The San Francis- 
co Luiletin remarks: “It will be seen that, in effect, 
this decision renders the mode of dealing in stocks 
common in this city extremely hazardous, for it makes 
it incumbent on the purchaser to not only satisfy him- 
self tnat the seller bas a good title to the €ertificatos 
tendered, but also to know that the stock stands on the 
books of the company in the name of the seller: in 
other words, it requires that every transfer of stock 
shill be made on the books of the corporation.” 

It is not stated whether the decision resis on the 
statute law of California, or on the wider principles of 
the common law, The latter certainly would sapport 
such a decision, The doctrine of the low that every 
wrong bas its remedy can be upheld only by an exten- 
sive application of the principle that a thief can con- 
vey no title ‘othe thing siolen. There ere political 
applications, as well as iuancial ones, of this prin- 
Ci} le, 

The possession of stocks should be taken less read- 
ily than it is to Indicate a rightful ownership, If the 
decision of the Supreme Court of California should 
be repeated in other States, the profession of robbing 
banks and private vaults would become less profitabie. 

CHANGES PROPOSED IN THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

The Executive Consmittee of the Philadelphia Board 
of Trede, who have had under consideration a propoe- 
sition to memorialize Oongreas for an amendment to 
the existing Bankrupt law, have submitted a report of 


causes as have been deemed unequitable were ana- 
lyzed, and the report on the subject has been submit- 
ted to the National Board, to be acted wpon by that 
body. The msin object of this action is to show the 
alleved injustice of the law as administered in many 
cases. For instance, under recent ruling, a debtor is 
allowed to give a secret preference to one creditor, by 
which his debt is free from the loss that naturally oc- 


rupicy. The favered creditor continues to sell goods 
to the debtor, whom he knows to be insolvent, receiy- 
ing security for his goods and leaving for the remain- 
ing creditor such @eseta only as remain after his claim 


| has been satisfied. Thelaw as it stands, it is said, 


docs not prevent in amy way such transactions as this, 
and hence the action of the Dhilad*iphia Board. 
What they are endeavoring to obtain is the establich- 
ment of a really uniform system of bankruptcy, by 
which equal justice will be done, both to debtor and 
creditor, and which will not admit of discrimination 
or allow any opportunity for secret preference. 

THE BANK OF ENGLAND AND THE LOAN MARKET. 

Itisa number of yoars since the Bank of England 
lost its power of controlling the rate of interest on 
the street. For a long time after its establishment it 
absolutely controlled the rates of discount in Lombard 
street, but its rate has now little power to affect the 
general rate. The London Titers of Nov. 5, in its 
money article, has these interesting remarks on the 
position of the Bank: 

The difference which at present exists between the 
Bank rate and the market rate is due obviously to J 
there being so very few bills, a circumstance which is 
coutirmed by the fact that the bills maturing to-day— 
the 4th of the month—have been much fewer than 
usual In such circumstape>s, the power of the Bank 
to arrest, if necesswry, » bullion drain is comparative- 
ly nothing to what it would be if the Bank's portfolio 
cogtained an amount of discounted bills, which would 
give it a direct commend over the market by simrly 
holding what money came in from day to day. If the 
Bank’s “turn over.” were from £20),000 to £500,000 
a day, there would be no necessity for these frequent 
pledgings of securities, The faet seems to be that 
the long stagnation in the discount market which fol- 
lowed the collapse of 1856 led to the investment of 
large sums of money which had prior to that conyul- 
sion been regularly employed in the discount of mer- 
cantile paper, and there it has been ever since, There 
is now much money permanently invested to ena- 
ble the Bank to influence the exehanges 
through its discount business, which, as our system at 
present exists, throws everything out of gear directly 
movements of bullion of any magnitude occur, besides 
giving to those movements undue importance, for the 
simple reason that, so long as it is evident that the 
Bank no longer poesesaes its old command over the 
market, every congiferable export of bullion carrics 
greater significance with it than it formerly did.

A dizzy actor is one who has jost his grip and 
fallen, or wo has had his head turned without 
even going aloft.

Coombs herself is not free from offensive man- 
nerisms in melodramatic parts. Her delivery 
is at times almost a sing-song, giving he im- 
ion that she is casting about in her lines 
or @ c@eura, and measuring off feet at so nach 
per hundred. ‘These defects were swallowed up 
by the resonance of Kotzebue in *‘ The Strav- 
ger.” The same kind agency saved certain 
members of the stock company—notabiy Mr. 
Walarou—from appearing strained and heavy ; 
80 that they did better, on the whole, ia ‘‘ The 
Stranger’ than in anything else they bave ®t- 
tempted this season. This may oot be hich 
praise, but it has the merit of being true. Mr. 
Seymour's Peter in the same play was an ¢x- 
cellent portraiture, though somewhat un- 
necessarily exaggerated and considerably 
marred by the iotreduction of several 
very palpable “gags.” Of the perform- 
ance of “Ihe Honeymoon” we have already 
spoken. Mr. seymour's comparative failure in 
the Mock-Duke ought not to cause bim moch 
distress. He hasdone so many good = 
that the debt of the public to him will not 
exhausted by a few bad ones. Tlere are too 
many members of Mr: MeVicker’s compavy who 
do pot, like Mr. Seymour, occasion surprise 
when they fail, and towards Whom the kindest

If loog runs of piays cramp 
and fetter the originality of au aetor, 80 do too 
sbort ones destroy their ambition and coarsen 
their style. In New York the tendency is al! the 
other way; it ought to be possible to preserve 
something of a happy medium in Chicago. 

AROUND THE WORLD IN EIGHTY DAYS. 

The spectacle at the Agelphi is the best that 
bas been seen in Chicago for many years, and 
the eternal justice of things has decreed that it 
should be the best patronized. The play itself 
is a queer compound, not @vanting in dramatic 
points, yet not adapted for @ great succors 
without its spectacular surroundiogs. Speak- 
iog with all due humility and respect for 
the distinguished adapter of the story, M. D’'Ea- 
nery, we should say that the subject was much 
better fitted for comic opera than for dramatic 
pu As itis, the playwright has heighs- 
ened the comic element in the story by intre- 
ducing a queer genius from America, Senator 
0’ Pake, who has been biavkballed by the Exec- 
utive Club, and foliows Phileus Fogg around the 
world in quest of reveuge, figbtiag duels with 
him at way-stations.

The audiences during the wees 
were immense and highiy respectable. There is 
po reason why avy geotleman sbould not take 
his wife and daughters, or sisters, or some- 
body eise’s sister, to the Adelphi under the 
present mapagement. This week the managers 
will unfold the novel substitute for a diop-cur- 
tain, designed by the Messrs. Kiralfy aad pre- 
pared by Matt Morgan. It is in the shape of an 
enormous fan, an? opens out from one of the 
wings, inclosing the entire stage. Next week, 
beginning Nov. 28, the famous scene in the cave 
of serpents will be given. This was considered 
the best feature of the entertainment at tae 
Porte St. Martin Theatre in Paris, bnt in New 
York the critics considered it repuisively real- 
istic. Perbaps the healthy Western nature will 
not be scared by a few snakes, which are war- 
ranted to keep tbeir distance and not go home 
with a fellow at night.

We have already noticed the concert in detail, 
but it will dono harm to congratulate the Club 
once more upon its handsome success. Its sing- 
ing astonished its best friends, and showed that 
they now have a leader who isa master of his 
business. It will be remembered that Mr. Dobn 
brought the Ciub to a rare degree of perfection, 
but after bis resigpation, a year ago, it dropped 
down in allrespects. When Mr. Tomlios toox 
the leadership he infused new life into it. He 
rapidly filled up the ranks, instituted a rigid dis- 
cipline, and Jabored through all of last spring 
and summer without any rest, the members turn- 
ing Out io full rapks at every rehearsal with the 
utmost enthusiasm.

That is, the singers rarely 
rise above @ respectable mediocrity, and have 
such painfully thin repertoires that they usually 
repeat each other like parrots. Does a soprano 
happen upon a pretty ballad, straightway every 
other soprano rushes for it. Does a basso hit 
upon some sonorous ballad of the monks or the 
sailors, no other basso will reet until be has an 
opportunity to roar it. Thus ail church con- 
certs get to be painfully alike. This concert, 
however, was an exception to the rule, and was 
above the average of church concerts in its pro- 
gramme aod performance. The instrumental 
numbers were in the hands of Mr. I. V. Flagler, 
the organiet of the church, who played 
Lacbner'’s familiar aod always popular Fest 
overture and a Concert Offertoire of Battiste’s, 
and Mr. Ledochowsky, who gave Cbopin’s 
Berceuse and the Willmer’s Rbapsodie with ad- 
mirable effect.

THE GERMAN IMPERIAL FAMILY, BISMARCK: 
MOL TKE.

From Victor Tissot’s “Trip to Germany” the 
New York Sun gathers the following gossip : 
The Emperor William is an economical, un- 
ostentatious sovereign, who lives now very 
much a8 be did when he was Crown-Prince, and 
in the same palace that he had built on his mar- 
riage in 1829. Perhaps he came back from Ver- 
sailles with a couple of trampets and drums the 
more, but that was all. He is a robust, bald old 
man, with a remarkably bealthy face. His head 
is enormous, and rests on very broad shoulders; 
his eyes gray and bright, under thick eyebrows 
which frown with facility ; his mustache. jomed 
to thick white whiskers, completely covers his 
mouth and conceals its expression. War for 
him has always been a divine mission, and in his 
visions the world appears only under a luminous 
cross formed by a gun and a sabre. His method 
of life is very simple; his love of discipline 
acd regard fer strict military dress and 
deportment are profound. It is said that Bis- 
marck gained his good graces by bindering him 
one day from appearing before the troops-in a 
uniform not entirely buttoned up. He opens 
his mail every day, and charges his Privy Coun- 
cilors to reply to all letters. After this per- 
formance he receives his doctor, who, according 
to the color of the imperial tongue, allows 
outside exercise or exacts staying in-doors. 
He regularly stndies the bills-of-fare pro- 
posed by his cook as carefully as one of Bis- 
marck’s reports. France has the honor of 
baving given birth to this illustrious cook. 
After the war His Majesty grew a littie cold 
toward his age lips his im stomach 


were notoriously scant. At his desk oear the 
window he ——— eer oa aod writing with 
an ’s quill; before him are the pho 

of Se collars and grandchildren, “o Geli 
various battlefield souvenirs—balis, bite of 
shelis, and metallic cartridges. When a simple 
Prince it was his custom always to write with 
bis helmet on, and seated on a small canvon 
placed in his room for that purpose; and at 
present bis room is filled with warlike articles, 
giving it the appearance of a boudoir to the ar- 
seual opposite. His vigorous constitution allows 
him to indulge in excessive work ; travel, fetes, 
and reviews seem only to increase his tough- 
ners. His thirst for popularity is unbounded, 
avd the Court historiographers are continually 
writing him up. 

The Empress Augusta has always been liber- 
ally disposed, and for a long struggled 
against the belligerent tastes of her husband and 
liege lord. Sbe tried hard to prevent all his 
wars, but in vain, and bence there arose an ap- 
tagonism between herself aod Bismarck, which 
stil! continues. She could bave got the better 
of ber husband, but was a borse of 
another color, and managed to play 
his part of Mephistophiles to the new Faust. 
She, nevertbeless, heads the Court party of op- 
position to the Chancellor, as the Crown Prin- 
cess, Queen Victoria’s daughter, heads the 
English party. French ideas have always met 
with the sympathy of the Empress, and she was 
very kind to the prisoners of Metz und Sedan. 
Her hbrary is well stocked with French books. 

The Crown Prince also lives in the simplest 
style. No war tools are to be found in his pri- 
vate apartment. His tastes are icultural, 
and rather averse to arms. His delight, indeed, 
lies in blue skies, green fields upon which the 
sun only flashes, the hum of bees and of mills. 
While his cousin, Prince Frederick Charies, re- 
views army he visits school-rooms and 
amuses himself by putting bis piamed helmet 
on the heads of the most playful pu 

Bismarck lives in the Foreign Office, No. 76 
Wilhelm strasee. Before a mahogany desk with 
drawers the great Chancellor is accustomed to 
sit in a cushioned ir, with his secretary 
placed opposite him on @# leather-bottomed 
stool. How many diplomats bave stood before 
that desk as before a gambling table, and there 
lost their stake! There are no books in the 
room; but a complete collection of pipes, hel- 
mets, boxes of cigars, sabres, and swords, and 
gloves lie about loose. A big sofa, upon which 
the Prince reads the papers after dinner, is a 
permaoent piece of furniture, as is also the new 
map of Alsace and Lorraine. 

Moltke resides in the offices of the Grand 
Staff of the army. The room in which he 
works is large and well lighted by three high 
windows fronting on King’s piace. The table 
around which the staff assembles in council is 
heaped with maps, books, pam ts, and jour- 
nals. A piece of shell is the General’s favorite 
letter-weight. The frescoes on the walle repre- 
sent some of the events of the war, and the 
hero himself is depicted under various cos- 
tumes. His bed-room, adjoining, is of monas- 
tic severity. Moltke is tall, thin, alightly stoop- 
ing; he is only straightened up on 
back, and then looks like a man of 30. 
His close-shaven face is very much ; 
bis profile 
prominent 
ance, courage ; his lips are thia and expressive 
of melancholy; his chin ~ wp; eyes black and 
we pre D nadige” He cetests civilian ageerer 
and regards the uniform aa nape pegne by 
person. He is a great worker an early riser ; 
passes sometimes as much as pine hours at his 
desk without taking anything save a glass of 
Bordeaux and a biscuit; dines at 2 and sups at 
8. He is always puoctualin Parliament, where 
his colleagnes style him the ‘“ Great Silent.” 
Loes a captain of genius than an admirable or- 
ganizer, he is as cold-biooded in battle as the 
gods that dwell on Olympus. His amusement is 
to walk in the Thiergarten with his hands be- 
hind bis back in the old Napoleonic style. A 
Dane by birth, he married a young English girl 
who fell violently in love with him; her prema- 
ture death in 1868 came near killing him. 


LE JOUR DES MORTS. 

A letter from Paris, Nov. 2, to the London 
Times, says: Yesterday and to-day are occasions 
on which the Parisians of ali classes pay tribute 
to the memory of their departed relatives and 
friends. To-day is called ‘** Le Jour des Moris,” 
and 4 large trade bas been dove in mourning 
wreaths and immortelies destined to be placed 
upon the tombs of Montmartre, Montparnasse, 
and Pere-la-Chaise. But of the half a million 
people who visit these cemeteries, mors than 
half have no better impulse than mere curiosity. 
Nor are these funeral visits always made in per- 
son; footmen are often dispatched in cabs laden 
with black and yellow garlands, and these they 
carefully deposit on the graves. But still there 
are real mourners—the father who misses his 
child, the son bereft of his parents, the widow, 
the brother, the sister, the friend bring their 
offerings of regret and affection to the dead who 
lie in ** God’s acre.” This is, however much it 
may be abused, a custom worthy of all praise. 
We in Egland have of late years 10 part adopted 
it, as the floral decorations of many of our 
graveyards testify, but we have no Jour des 
Morts, no day on which the living testify that

MAGUIRE. 
A GUILELESS MAN. 

Constantine Maguire was the next witness, 
and testified : 1 am 50 years old, and have lived 
in St. Louisthirty-six years.

Neither 
during my term of office or ac any time did I have 
any connection with what is known as the Whis- 
ky Ring.

TREASURY MATTERS. 
PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES. 
Speciai Dispatch to Lhe Chicago Tribuae. 

Wasurxotroy, D. C., Nov. 20,—Complaints 
have been made to the Treasury Department 
that railway cars laden with dutiable merchan- 
dise under bond for transportation aré frequent- 
ly opened by unauthorized persons, thereby 
rendering the revenue insecure and the bonded 
| lines liable on their bond. As ea precaution 
| against this practice, the Treasury Department 
_ bas issued the following circular : 

After a railway car has m laden with dutiable 
merc ise for ion under bond, ii shall 
be the duty of the customs officer, before sealing the 
opentiogs of the car so Iaden, to require the proprie- 
tors of managers having the control of said car to 
furnish and put on at their own expense, end in close 
proximity to the plece where the said openings are 
sealed, a red cerd 354 by 41 inches in size. giving the 
place of departure and of destination, and also 

sinipg the words: ‘* Notice—Seals to be removed 
rom this car by customs officers onty.” The penalty 
for violating this rule ts imprisommenf. 

lt is eagges.ed that al! openings for cars used 
for carrying dutiable merciiandise in bond should 
have hooks or other fastenings on tha inside of 
the cars, Before the car is lacen these orenings 
conld all be securely closed. except one. By 
this arrangemeut much time, labor, and care 
would be saved, both to the custome service and 
the bonded lines, ‘This neworder has been 
made necessary on accoant of recent irregular- 
ities on the northern frontier. ‘ 

THE CUSTOM-HOUSES. 

The Secretary of the Treasury bas not yet 
taken any definite acticn relative to the reduc- 
tion of force in the large custom-bouses, but 
is waiting to learn what reduction it is practica- 
bie to make before issuing explicit orders.

Boston and Portland. Itis expected that Mr. 
Bristow wil! suggest in bis annual report some 
legisiation to effect a very desirable reform.

If it 
was impossible to agree, a thiid architect 
would have to be appointed to decide the ques- 
tion. He thought it would have been weil if the 
propesition to bave three architecte—ore for the 
vity, one for the county, and one for the Board 
of Public Works—had been adopied; it woulll 
have prevented any such misunderstanding as 
this. Such an arrangement would have been 
fair, for the tax-payers of Chicago paid for a 
lerge portion of the caunty's building, and had a 
right to be consulted thereon. If the Commis- 
sioners, who had adopted Egan’s pian, were de- 
termined to go forward, it left only 
one alternative for the Common 
Council, and that was also to adoptit. If, how- 
ever, they believed the tax-payers of Chicago 
ought to be consulted,—and be would remind 
them the citizens were not only discussing the 
matter, but a committee had carefuliy examined 
the plans, and were only waiting for a decision 
of this question to see whether any action was 
neceseary,-—they would endeavor to agree upon 
& plan which would prove satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. He moved that the architects be re- 
quesied to sonfer with each other and try to 
come to an arrangement, and report at the ad- 
er meeting to be held Tuesday at 2:30 


Al Ald. Coey seconded the motion. 
COMMISSIONER M'CAFTREY 

thought the members of the County Board could 
not take any action. because they were not pres- 
ent in their official capacity. They had received 
bo mstructions from the Board, and to take any 
active part in reference to a settioment would be 
promature. If they were to instruct Mr. Egan 
pow ut would be in an unofficial wav, and they 
would have no power to compel obedience. He 
thought the resolution should lay over until 
Monday, when the matter could be Jaid before 
the Board, and the Commissioners would be di- 
rected how to act. Mr. McCaffrey gave a history 
of the various steps taken in the Court-House 
matter by the County Board, remarking that the 
press had applauded their action tp toa very 
recent date.

THE TRIGGER. 
CAPT. BOGARDUS FINED. 

On Monday of last week Capt. A. H. Bogar- 
dus, the noted shot, was tried before the Court 
of Criminal Correction of St. Louis, for violation 
of the law against cruelty to animals, the offense 
charged being that be shot certain pigeons in a 
match. As considerable interest existed on 
account of the trial being a test case, 
an upusnally large crowd was in court 
to witness the proveedings. R. 8. MacDonald, 
Esq., President of the Hamane Society, appeared 
for the State, and J. D. Johnson, Esq., for Capt. 
Bogardus, and also for the Sporteman’s Ciub, 
which claims to be interested iu the result. The 
evidence showed that Capt. Bogardus was & 
professional markaman and was known as the 
cbampion trap-shot of the world; that he made 
his living by displays of his skill in that particu- 
lar. It was also proven*that on the sth of 
November he shot and killed twenty-five pigeons 


about ope hundred persons to exhibit his won- 
derful cunning with the use of the shot-gun. It 
was shown by the defense that the pigeons be- 
longed to the 8portsmen’s Clab, and after being 
shot they were gathered up and given away to 
persons who ate them as food. 

A witness toetified that tame pigeons were 
good hunian diet. though by no means a luxury. 
After lengthy arguments of the lawyers the 
matter was submitted to the Oourt, and Judge 
Colvie gave his views in full. He declared that 
the kiling was uunecessary, asd that the man- 
ner of killina was cruel. That defendant had 
no right uuder the law to kill pigeons either for 
sport or to display his skillin the use of the 
guo. The defendant wae fined $50. This is 
considered a triumph by the Humane Society? 
but as an appeal was immediately taken to the 
Criminal Court it will appear mare definitely 
hereafter whether the triumph was a substantial

Corporation Counsel Dickey’s Opinion 
on Certain Legal Points. 


There Can Be an Election if the 
City Is Not Redistricted. 


Officers to Be Chosen in April. 


At a recent meeting of the Council, resolutions 
were offered calling upon the Corporation Coun- 
sol for an opinion as to the time when the terms 
ot the present ¢ity officers would expire, what 
Officers shouid be elected at the first general 
clection, whep the wards should be redistiicted, 
etc, ‘he opivioo of Corporation Counsel Dick- 
ey, which will be submitted at the Council Mon- 
day, is as follows :

DR. J. ADAMS ALLEN 
then came forward to deliver the grand oration, 
and was received with great enthusiasm. Owing 
to the crowded condition of our columns it is 
impossible to present Dr. Adams’ exceedingly 
able and eloquent address in full. The follow- 
ing is a brief synopsis: 

The Doctor began by ref to the muta- 
tious of time, and said that the entations of 
Mineas, “Troja fnit,” was an epitaph which 
might be applied with equal force to names of 
nations and cities as splendid and powerful as 
she. Time worked many changes, both for good 
and forevil. It was but a few years ago when 
the corner-stone of the former edifice was aid, 
aod in four years its history was compicte, aod 
it fell, a wreck of the devouring cieme:-t. The 
contents of that corner-stone remained, aod 
were replaced in the preseptone. There was 
one thing which did not chango—the laws of 
Nature,—and the recognition of this grand fact 
was one of the characteristics of Masonry. Prog- 
ress in thought had attended the historyof the 
Order, as it had every circle gf society, 
until the idea of discovering truth was beld to 
be woithy of all commendation, no matter how 
opinions changed and differed. Concerning the 
progress in Masoory. the wonder was not that so 
much remained to be done, but that so mach 
bad been accomplished. The past was the 
youth of the world. Its maturity approaches 
year by year. The present edifice might pass 
awdy, but would be replaced by a nodle suc 
cessor, a8 Opinions might pase into ridicule, and 
belief into contempt. But truth could not de 
out. 

The speaker, at this point gave his audience 
an sdmirable account of wnas bad been done 
by the sclence of medicine, dwelling par- 
ticularly upon tae arog made in saui- 
tary knowledge of years, The general 
duration of life had been largely and wonderfully 
increased, and geueral beaito and satisfac.ion in 
living much improved. Masonry bad adapted it- 
self to all sveeds. nations, and goveromenta. It 
was content to overlook the local when the great 
claimed attention. The true Mason was not only 
versed in the ritual but bis heart was ever aglow 
with paternal feeling aod pure philanthropy. 
His mission would remain til! the ** jast syilable 
of recordea time.” As Masons, as physicians, 
as men, thev should aii ho, e that not omy should 
a school of high art and science rise a'pove this 
corner-stooe, but a temple of homanity. 

When Dr. Allen conclajed, benediction was 
pronounced by the Rev. Dr. Perry and the as- 
somblage dispersed.

The selection 
should be made from a clazs of men distinguieb- 
ed for their legal ability, intellectual attaio- 
ments, probity of character, and integrity of 
purpose, that will insure the respect 
and regard of the profession at large, 
and the confidence and esteem of the 
people of the entire State. He should 
likewise be a man who has already Jattained a 
competency, and ove who could devote his time 
and ialents to the welfare of the people, for the 
good which wouid lie in the position, as well as 
for the bonor attached to the office. Amid all 
the pursuits olf Lfe there ieno sphere of usefal- 
ness wore grand, co calliue more exalted, than 
that ofa just Judce. In great conjunctions of 
affaics, when tbe in‘erests of a Community are at 
siake, or even whep the rights of ao bumble 
citizen are imperiled, the protecting arm of jus- 
tice is spread alike over them, and they rest se- 
cure beseath the shadow of a court whose 
throne is more exalted. and whose mandate is 
higher, than that ofa King.

Besides the IMinois Central Railroad 
would in case the perty was sold to au out 
side party contest matter in the Courts, as 
the property had been virtually sold 
to them by the Council some years ago, 
and part payment ov the sane 
accepted by the Comptrolier, Mr, Walter kKim- 
ball, who had stil! the $67,000 paid by the [lli- 
nois Central Railroad iv bis nD, hen 
the iujunction against the sale of the lake front 
was issued, tbe part payment bad alresdy been 
accepted, and the sale consummated, and hence 
his Company had a right to the property. 

Tbe report made by the special Committee at 
the last meeting of the Council was engrely un- 
warranted. The Commitiee was appoioted to 
confer with the railroad companies, aod not the 
railroad companies to confer with them. If the 
Conmmittee said tbat he refused to meet them, or 
tbat be gave them no chance to see Bim, they 
stated what ihey knew to be incorrect.

TELEGRAPH WIRES. 
PLACING THEM UNDERGROUND. 

The City Council Committee on Fire and 
Water held an important meeting yesterday 
afterncon, in gbe Committee room of tne City- 
Hall, and their action is likely to create 
a stir among the heads of the rail- 
road and general telegraph managers. 
Aldermen Case, R. B. Stone, and Wood- 
man, of the Committee, aud Ald. Cuillerton, 
were present. The latter, some time ago, intro- 
duced in,the Council an ordioance the provisions 
of which required that all telegraph wires and 
poles be removed from*the streets and house- 
tops, and the wires placed underground. 

Fire Marshal Benver was called before the 
Committee, and stated that the present system 
of ravning wires on poles wasa setious ob- 
scruction to the operations of the Fire Depart- 
ment at firesin the large buildivgs. He said 
there were two sete of poles on someof the 
principal thoroughfares, and sirung upon them 
were ‘hirty or forty wires, forming a perfect fence 
in front of tae largest. business bigcks, and ao 
aumost impassable barrier to the raicing of large 
laddersin case of fire, and preventing the use 
of the Skinner elevator. He citea tue late fire 
in the Weich Biock, on Canal street, where the 
net-work of wires prevenied bim from using the 
hose-elevator, avd be was loth to cut the wires 
because of the damage it might cause the pubiic 
andthe companies. tHe suggested so the Voin- 
mittee that some steps be taken to remove the 
oostructious as s00n as practicabie. 

Aid. Woodman strongly favored the removal 
of the wires and poles from streets, aud sng- 
gested ihat that tasey might be placed in the 
al.ey ways, w.thout serivus interierepoe with the 
ti:ewén and the ;»ublc.

Ald. Stone, Chairman of. the Committees, re- 
marked that the wires in Loudon were laid in a 
box ander the sidewalks, 

A question arsiog regarding the legalitv and 
preparation of the ordivance, Aid. Unlier.oa 1u- 
formed the Comm:ttee that-it hed been care- 
tully prepared by advice from the Law Depart- 
meat, and was correct, and also slated that it 
covered the city's lives as well as the others. 

Un the moticn of Ald. Woodman, the Chair- 
man was requested to polify the managers and 
superintenden's of ail the railroad aad other 
telegraphs io the city to attend a meeting of tue 
Committee at a tame to be fixed by the Chair, 
and also 10 obtain av opinion trom Judge Dickey, 

An ordin nce presented to the Council by 
Ala. stout, and refeired +o the Commitiee, was 
viewed by (bem as an attempt to repeal part of 
the fire oidiusnée, and allow the coustruction of 
two-story frame buildings. The docament was, 
therefof, placed ou five. 

The petition of John G. Kline and others, who 
had been in tag Fue Department, assing for 
additiopal pay on the ground of injury or sick- 
ness, was placed on file after Marsnal Benner 
had explained that the petitioners bad received 
their jast dues. 

A report of the Fire Marshal for seven 
months cading Nov. 1 (pot ap avoual report, as 
has been ioco:rectly stated), was taken up and 
lad over temporarily, pending the expected 
action of thé Counell fixmg the fiscal year bete- 
atioratJan.1. Tne Marshal stated that the 
ending of the fiscal year in April delayed the 
construction of engive-bouses uotil la.e io tne 
fall. it being impossible to obtamm the vecessary 
appiopliativos avi long aiter be sent in bis 
report. Intheeventof a change of the fiscal 
year to Jan. 1, he will make ont a report for 
November and December of tbe present year. 

The Committee adjourned subject to the cal! 
of the Chairman.

THE FIRE PATROL. 

NEW QUARIERS OF THE WEST SIDE COMPANY. 

The second company of the Ineurahce Patrol, _ 
known as No. 2, which was bul recently organ- 
ized, having taken possession of its new build- 
ing, No. 216 Peoria street, near Congress, a 
TRisuNE reporter was yesterday detailed to take 
a luok at the structure and report thereon to the 


readers of this jou:nal. 

The lot has a frontage of 22 feet, and is 150 
feet in depth, running toss alley. The build- 
ing is 70 by 22 feet, two stories in height, con- 
siructed of brick, with ornamented Gothic front, 
stove caps and trimmings. The bouse stands 
back 20 feet from the street, which gives room 
for a couple of neat flower-beds aud @ good 
roadway, and also warns pedestrians in case of 
fire, and acts as a preventive of accidents. 

The ground floor is entered by two side and 
doubie giass centre doors, which nearly monop- 
olize the entire fiout. These are covered with 
greey baize 

A FEATURE. 

As you evter the first tioor, @e point is no- 
ticeable, and tbat is, two large stairwavs. The 
anventage of these is that po time is lost by the 
men coming down in case of an alarm. 

The driver and assistant are dropped down 
through a trap in the ceiling upon their seats, in 
less than two seconds. Oa the a of the ep- 
trance is a Gray's Electric Pontung Machine, con- 
nected with the house on Franklin stseet. The 
stalis of the horses are on either side of the 
wagon, Within « space of 2( feet from the ead 
of the tongue, so that they run at once to their 
places in case of an alarm. 

Io the centre of the room is a catch-basia for 
washivg the wagon, and uncer the stairs are the 
water-ciosets. k of this room are wash- 
rooms, harnese-closets, ani rooms for drying 
covers, and back of this is a boarced yard 60 feet 
in depth. There is also 5 roadway from the 
rear, 60 that the backing-in process is dispensed 


with. 
THE SECOND FLOOR 
is well ventilated, aud the front is orna- 
mented with four filate-glasa windows. 
This floor is divided imto three apait- 
mevts. First come te Superiotendent’s 
and Captain's. Then comes the men’s 
dormitory. The bedroom « furnished with iron 
bedeteads and spripg mattresses, and neat 
white spreads adorn them all. In the rear of the 
bedroom is the sitting-rocm for the men, and, 
to the side, the bacu-rvom 
IN THE CENTRE 

of the building isa comrugated iron-covered 
fre watch-tower. This is93 teet in beigks, aud 
the tallest in the city. This is reachea by 
a hand-elevator, and aso by winding-stairs. 
All mgbt loog a man = kept on 
duty im the tower on the iookout 
for fires, he bemg fwnisbed with a _ re- 
mareabiy powerful glass. From this tow- 
er a fine view of the cily is  ob- 
tained. INere is conmetion in the tower 
with a still alarm, and alm with the gong> iIn- 
stead of a maa leaving hs poet to waken bis 
relief, be is provided witha rope, wuicd is tied 
to the man’s bed who is to be the 
vext on watch, and without mére. ado, 
he is tumbied out, and consequently there 
it very little noize and noconfusios. Aitogether 
this is probabiy the be-t 1igged and one of the 
best regulated bouses ia tue city, aud al) ad- 
vautage haf been taken of Capt. Buliwivkie’s 
suggesiions avd the mouerp up. sovemerts. 
The Company can be gotten ready for duty ia 
less than nine seconds a'ter ab alarm is struc, 
which is remarkably qvick tume, to say the least.
